The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor render 
obvious, a magnetic slider is located between a holder and a lapping plate and a 
temperature of the lapping plate is adjusted during a charge process to selectively 
charge different areas of the lapping plate in a dictated order, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations in claim 1 ; prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in 
combination neither anticipates nor render obvious, a lapping plate is formed from a 
plurality of layers of materials having different coefficients of linear expansion and a 
temperature of the lapping plate is adjusted during a charge process to selectively 
charge different areas of the lapping plate in a dictated order, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations in claim 9; prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in 
combination neither anticipates nor render obvious, a lapping plate is formed from a 
plurality of layers of metal alloy materials having different coefficients of linear 
expansion and a temperature of the lapping plate is adjusted during a charge process to 
selectively charge different areas of the lapping plate in a dictated order to give a 
magnetic slider a high crown-to-camber ratio, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations in claim 24.
